The action of the United States Senate with reference to th« 


text of the still'uncompleted peace treaty is one not calculated to 
uphold the honor of America abroad or to inspire respect at home 
for the common sense or statesmanship of the majority. 
A-, a 


matter of national policy, the course of the Senate has been 
petty and childish while viewed from Ihe standpoint of domestic 
politics, the maneuvers of the Republicans have been singularly 
lacking in breadth and foresight. 
An issue has been made of a 


question which touches no fundamental right of the Senate and 
which does not affect the national interest in the smallest degree. 
And the country has been given an exhibition of intemperate par- 
tisanship which is out of keeping with that dignity of procedure 
which the country has the right to expect, but too often fails to 
find in the methods of a body which used to pride itself as the 
most august legislative chamber in this world. 


In forcing the publication as a Senate document of a state 


paper already in all essentials public property, but which was 
technically "withheld from publication" under an 
agreement 


wfiich the representatives of th*. nation were in honor bound to 
maintain Senator Borah and the senators who supported him have 
not shown a high sense of their responsibilities or of'their own 
personal dignity. It is an open question whether it was wise for 
the President to have agreed in the first place with the represen- 
tatives of the great Powers at Paris to withhold the full text ot 
the treaty as submitted to the German envoys. But that agree- 
ment having been made, the President could not in honor have 
pursued any other course than to have refused the request of the 
Senate to break his compact with his colleagues of the conference. 
Moreover, it has yet to be demonstrated that the summary of the 
treaty sent from Pans failed in any respect to outline clearly and 
fully all the essential provisions of the document. 


It is to be remembered, however, that in calling the docu- 


ment a "treaty" the world anticipates action that is still incom- 
plete. The document has already been subjected to revision at 
the hands of those who drafted it, and it is by no means certain 
that there will be no further changes to meet criticisms from the 
enemy. Until it shall be in final form signed by the plenipoten- 
tiaries at Versailles and transmitted formally to the Senate for 
its ratification, revision or rejection it is not a "treaty" within 
the meaning of the constitution and property under the control 
of the Senate. 


The initial blunder in the Senatorial handling of the issue 


of the text was the bald intimation by Senator Borah that there 
had been a breach of faith on the part of members of the Ameri- 
can peace delegation at Paris, in the interests of powerful finan- 
cial favorites in Wall street and for the sinister purpose of giving 
to selected American interests an undue economic advantage when 
peace should come and'present trade barriers were removed. Evn 
when this charge was made it Was known that Germany had 
printed the full text of the treaty1 draft and that copies were 
freely circulated in Holland and other neutral countries. 
It was 


a manfest absurdity to impute treachery to any official when 
copies of the treaty draft could be had so easily; and indeed there 
was no concealment of the fact that copies had been brought to the 
United States. 
More than a week ago a Chicago newspaper of- 


fered to its correspondents in this country the full text, and its 
^publication did actually b(egm in more than one newspaper, only 
to be discontinued when, perhaps, the "discovery was made that 
the official summary sufficiently covered all the details likely to 
be of interest to the people.

for it! To make a great parade of forcing into publicity that 
which was already public to make an issue over the "secrecy" 
of a document itself incomplete but which was secret only in a 
technical and formal sense hkve exhibited the authors of the 
Senate's policy as lackang in jany comprehension of the gravity 
of the real issues underlying tjhe work of the conference at Paris 
or of the imperative need of a statesmanlike treatment of an in- 
ternational compact on which so much for the world's welfare de- 
pends—Philadelphia Public Leiber.

The action of the United States Senate with reference to th« 


text of the still'uncompleted peace treaty is one not calculated to 
uphold the honor of America abroad or to inspire respect at home 
for the common sense or statesmanship of the majority. 
A-, a 


matter of national policy, the course of the Senate has been 
petty and childish while viewed from Ihe standpoint of domestic 
politics, the maneuvers of the Republicans have been singularly 
lacking in breadth and foresight. 
An issue has been made of a 


question which touches no fundamental right of the Senate and 
which does not affect the national interest in the smallest degree. 
And the country has been given an exhibition of intemperate par- 
tisanship which is out of keeping with that dignity of procedure 
which the country has the right to expect, but too often fails to 
find in the methods of a body which used to pride itself as the 
most august legislative chamber in this world. 


In forcing the publication as a Senate document of a state 


paper already in all essentials public property, but which was 
technically "withheld from publication" under an 
agreement 


wfiich the representatives of th*. nation were in honor bound to 
maintain Senator Borah and the senators who supported him have 
not shown a high sense of their responsibilities or of'their own 
personal dignity. It is an open question whether it was wise for 
the President to have agreed in the first place with the represen- 
tatives of the great Powers at Paris to withhold the full text ot 
the treaty as submitted to the German envoys. But that agree- 
ment having been made, the President could not in honor have 
pursued any other course than to have refused the request of the 
Senate to break his compact with his colleagues of the conference. 
Moreover, it has yet to be demonstrated that the summary of the 
treaty sent from Pans failed in any respect to outline clearly and 
fully all the essential provisions of the document. 


It is to be remembered, however, that in calling the docu- 


ment a "treaty" the world anticipates action that is still incom- 
plete. The document has already been subjected to revision at 
the hands of those who drafted it, and it is by no means certain 
that there will be no further changes to meet criticisms from the 
enemy. Until it shall be in final form signed by the plenipoten- 
tiaries at Versailles and transmitted formally to the Senate for 
its ratification, revision or rejection it is not a "treaty" within 
the meaning of the constitution and property under the control 
of the Senate. 


The initial blunder in the Senatorial handling of the issue 


of the text was the bald intimation by Senator Borah that there 
had been a breach of faith on the part of members of the Ameri- 
can peace delegation at Paris, in the interests of powerful finan- 
cial favorites in Wall street and for the sinister purpose of giving 
to selected American interests an undue economic advantage when 
peace should come and'present trade barriers were removed. Evn 
when this charge was made it Was known that Germany had 
printed the full text of the treaty1 draft and that copies were 
freely circulated in Holland and other neutral countries. 
It was 


a manfest absurdity to impute treachery to any official when 
copies of the treaty draft could be had so easily; and indeed there 
was no concealment of the fact that copies had been brought to the 
United States. 
More than a week ago a Chicago newspaper of- 


fered to its correspondents in this country the full text, and its 
^publication did actually b(egm in more than one newspaper, only 
to be discontinued when, perhaps, the "discovery was made that 
the official summary sufficiently covered all the details likely to 
be of interest to the people. 


Under these circumstances, to go on with an investigation of 


the "leak" is a manifest waste of time the prolongation of a farce 
that is not particularly creditable to those who initiated it with 
full knowledge that the textvwas already accessible to anybody 
who wanted to take the trouble and bear the expense of sending 
for it! To make a great parade of forcing into publicity that 
which was already public to make an issue over the "secrecy" 
of a document itself incomplete but which was secret only in a 
technical and formal sense hkve exhibited the authors of the 
Senate's policy as lackang in jany comprehension of the gravity 
of the real issues underlying tjhe work of the conference at Paris 
or of the imperative need of a statesmanlike treatment of an in- 
ternational compact on which so much for the world's welfare de- 
pends—Philadelphia Public Leiber.
